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THE FEDERAL RESERVE BANK SYSTEM A GREAT 
SER VOIR OF CREDIT. 
RE- 


Extension of credits through the Federal Reserve Bank and 
its member banks in 1920 saved the United States from the most 
disastrous panic in history, according to a statement of Frank J. 
Hagenbarth, president of the National Wool Growers’ Associa­ 
tion, in his annual address at the opening of the national con­ 
vention of the association at Salt l^ake City, Monday. 
Aid by 
bankers, Mr. Hagenliarth said, was responsible for the existence 
of the sheep industry at present. 
He expressed optimism but 
said it would be two years before profits are shown. 
We may not all know it, but wise political writers claim that 
the country has been passing through one of the most severe in­ 
dustrial crises in its history. This is attributed to the most un­ 
precedented fall in prices ever known, 
as a culmination 
of a 
period of credit inflation, when according to past experience the 
banks might be expected to be the storm center, but on the con­ 
trary are functioning as usual 
The fundamental principle embodied in the Federal Reserve 
Act is that back of the banks which do business with the public, 
receiving deposits and making loans, there shall be a central 
organization, of which the local banks shall be members, and in 
which they shall keep their principal reserves. In other words, 
the central organization constitutes a common reservoir of cash 
and credit. 
Under the Federal Reserve System, when a member bank 
needs to replenish its supply of cash on hand, it gathers up some 
of its customers’ notes and takes them to the Reserve Bank and 
sehs them, or, in technical language, rediscounts them, receiving 
currency for them. The mere gathering together of reserves for 
common protection would have been an improvement upon the 
old system, where each bank was supposed to carry Its own re­ 
serves, but it will be observed that the Reserve Bank has a greater 
resource than this contribution from the member banks; it is 
given the power actually to create money for the purpose of in­ 
creasing the supply in time of need. It is this power which is the 
chief reliance to protect the country from the recurrence of 
money panics and which inspires the confidence felt by bankers 
and all who understand the provisions of the system. 
The panic of 1907 was called a “bankers’ panic,” because it 
took the public in general by surprise.

HERE IRE FEW TIPS 
~ IF FURNACE 


j 
The furnace cannot work properly 
unless the foe it at least 8 by 8 in­ 
ches: 8 by 12 inches is better- 
The furnace chimney flue 
should 
have no ofther openings into it but 
the furnace smoke pipe- 
Keep the firebox surface clean. A 
crust of soot 1-4 inch requires 50 per­ 
cent more fuel than when the surfaces 
are clean. 
Do not let ashes bank up under the 
grate in the ash pit. Put but little 
coal on a low fire. 
Carry a high fire: 
the live coals should come up to the 
feed door. In moderate weather there 
should be 2 to 6 inches of ashes be­ 
tween the live coals and the grate. 
Attend the furnace from 
two to 
four times a day, In mild weather, 
morning and night is usually often 
enough. 
In cold weather, in early 
^morning, again at noon, again at 5 or

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LUNCHEON SOUPS. 
Cream of Celery S o u p — One and 
one-half pints milk, one auart cel- 
e.y cut in pieces, two tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons butter, one 
slice onion, one black mace, one cup 
cream. 
Boil celery in a quart of water 
forty-five 
minutes. 
Boil 
mace, 
onion and milk together. Blash the 
celery in the water and add it to 
the boiling milk. Melt butter in a 
saucepan; add flour slowly jmtil it 
thickens; cook three or four min­ 
utes and add to boiling soup. This 
method of thickening soup 
with 
flour and butter cooked together is 
called binding it. Season with salt 
and pepper. Strain, and serve im­ 
mediately, adding one cup whipped 
{cream after soap is in toe tureen. 
Clam Bisque—Twenty-five large 
clams in shells (alive), one large 
cup milk or cream, two tablespoons 
butter, two tablespoons 
allspice, 
two tablespoons floor, yolk of one 
ego.Wash dams thoroughly, put in 
kettle Witt. one pint boiling water 
and cook until snails open. 
Re­ 
move the clams and separate the 
dark part from the soft part apa 


’ discard it. 
Chop clams finely and 
add them to the water in which 
they were cooked. Boil until thick 
i and well cooked; then add allspice. 


I Heat the milk. 
When ready to 
1 serve pour milk into clam broth: 
add the well-beaten egg yolk and 
a dash of red pepper and strain. 
Bean 3oup—One pint dried pea 
beans, three quarts cold water, one- 
half pound salt pork cut in strips, 
one-half medium sized onion cut 
fine. 
Soak beans 
overnight 
in 
lukewarm water. 
In the morning 
drain and put in kettle with cold 
water, salt pork and onion. Cook 
over a low flame four hours, stir­ 
ring often. Boiling water may be 
added at intervals if necessary to 
keep soup of 
right 
consistency. 
Season with salt and pepper. 


SMOKED HADDOCK DISHES. 
Haddock Stewed—Hold the dried 
haddock before the fire, then the 
skin will come off easily. Cut int*, 
square pieces, put in frying pan, 
pour boiling water over, cook ten' 
minutia. 
Pour off water, add suf­ 
ficient milk to cover. 
Add butter, 
pepper and salt. Stew ten minutes 
Tonger; thicken milk with 
flour. 
Take out fish. 
Pour sauce over. 
Serve hot. 
Haddock (Smoked) and Rice— 
One small haddock, one ounce but­ 
ter, two or three small tomatoes, 
one 
teaspoonful 
finely 
chopped 
onions, one-half teaspoonful finely 
chopped parsley, salt, pepper and 
boiled rice. 
Bake in a little water ten min­ 
utes. 
Remove bone and skin and 
separate into large flakes. 
Co ’: onion and sliced tomatoes 
in butter until soft.
